WEALTH FOR POST BELLUM 
TRADE WAR. 


During the past four years, accord- 
ing to official German estimates, the 
fire losses in the public forests have 
been exceedingly small. Prior to 
1914, the total fire destruction on 
over a million acres of German for- 
ests was below one thousand dollars 
a year. Other German forest areas 
suffered even less harm. 

_ In Canada, however, the country’s 
commercial strength has been stead- 
ily weakened by devastating forest 
fires that devour each year several 
million dollars worth of proprty and 
many human lives. Most of these 
forest fires are staried by careless- 
ness that borders on criminality. One 
of the leagt condonable causes is the 
unextinguished camp fire, left by 
camping parties. In 1917 and 1913 a 
full dozen of the worst forest fires 
in the Dominion have been due to 
camp fires and lighted cigarettes and 
matches. No camp fire ought to be 
built anywhere except on rocks or 
gravel, and should be entirely extin- 
guished. 

* The careless camper in Canada is 
doing this year what the Kaiser would 
gladly pay his bombers and propa- 
gandists to accomplish. 


CORRESPONDENCE 


To the Editor, Red Deer News: 


Dear Sir,—Will you grant me a’ 
short space in which to refer. to Mr. 
Towe’s letter in the issue of the Ad- 
vocate dated July 12, 1918? 


I must confess that it is difficult to 
determine from Mr. Towe's letter 
whether he believes my explanatory 
statement or not; which statement 
was, in effect, supported by the letter 
that appeared over the signature of 


‘Mr. L. J. Porter, secretary of the 


local Social Service League.. Mr. 
Towe says as follows: “It is very 
evident there is nothng wrong with 
the Lyric, etc. If there wa3, the Rev. 
gentleman would tell us of it.” On 
the face of it that statement commits 
Mr. Towe to the very thing I tried 
to tell him in my last letter. 

Now notice, in the next paragraph 
he seems to take a contradictory at- 
titude when he says “Does he (Rev. 
Brough) mean to say that the Editor 
of the Advocate made a mistake in 
his wording? In the one case Mr. 
Towe says I have not said anything 
against the Lyric theatre: in the 
other he insinuates that I have. This 
is a state of double-mindedness to be 
sure, 

As to Mr. Galbraith’s report, any- 
one with ordinary intelligence knows 
there is nothing in that account to 
prove that I made any charge against 
the Lyric theatre. If what appeared 
in the press aroused the guiity con- 
science of Mr. Towe, let him wear 
the cap if it fits him. If Mr. Towe 
will take the trouble to go to the 
Advocate he will learn what any 
editor will tell him in a similar situ- 
ation: viz., that the press is not re- 
sponsible for what some people read 
into their reports. 

Mr. Towe says, “I don’t care what 
Mr. Brough says about the Lyric thea- 
tre and its photo plays.” If this is 
true, then why does he insist on try- 
ing to lead the public to believe that 
I have said things against his picture 
plays? which I did not (see My. Por- 
ter’s letter). The only  deducticns 
that any sensible person can draw 
is to believe that Mr. Towe is exceed- 
ingly concerned with what I have to 
say about his theatre. 

Mr. Towe is very much mistaken 
when he says I have a “serious griev- 
ance” against himself. I have not 
even made his acquaintance as yet. 
My accuser is magnifying the personal 
element out of all proportion; just as 
he insists on accusing me of charges 
he cannot prove. 

Mr. Towe seems to think that the 
reference to a statement made in a ser- 
mon about his personal conduct was 
only a threat on my part to make him 
lie down. If Mr. Towe is fair in his 
attitude, he will remember that the 
charge he first made against me in- 
cluded the management of the Lyric 
theatre. Had I tried to evade’ the 
issue I need not have referrd to what 
I said in the sermon I mentioned. To 
play the game fair I was willing to 
repeat the statement if Mr. Towe 
wished it; and then he could defend 
himself. I have nothing to gain in 
saying things about Mr. Towe that are 
not true. If he charged me with say- 
ing something about him, then I was 
virtually challenged to state my case. 
It was not a threat to make Mr. Towe 
lie down, as he supposed. I would 
rather see him stand up like a man 
and play the game fair, and not seek 
to mislead the public by taking refuge 
in a subterfuge. 

In closing, let me remind Mr. Towe, 
if he is not willing to accept the writ- 
ten statement of the committee ex- 
onerating me from the charges he 
has made, then it is tantamount to 
being guilty of classing some of the 
leading citizens, who are members of 
that committee, as a gang of falsifiers: 
and he himself gravitates to the level 
of the incorrigible element, who love 
to turn the truth into a lie—yYours for 
the truth,

HAVE YOU GOT oe 
IN YOUR FUEL? 


Red Deer, Alta., July 11. 
The Citizens of Red Deer and District: 

In response to a request from the 
Provincial Fuel Controller, that a local 
Board be appointed to assist ‘in im- 
pressing upon all householders the ab- 
solute necessity of putting in their 
winter's coal as quickly as possible, I - 
have been asked:by the Council of the 
City of Red Deer to undertake this 
work, 

Owing to the lack of time it is quite 
impossible to make individual appeals, 
and I therefore take this opportunity 
of drawing the attention of all to the 
extremely serious situation we are 
facing. 

It has been intimated from official 
and, we believe, reliable sources that, 
unless the people of this country secure 
their winter's fuel before the early 
part of September, there fs very grave 
danger that it may be impossible to 
supply it at a later date. 

This condition is likely to arise from 
two causes: First, the movement. of 
the Western crop will commence late 
in August or early in September and, 
with the tremendous shortage of grain 
products in Europe,-it is..a.. national 
duty of the government and railways 
to move every bushel to the seaboard 
that cars and motive power can be 
found to carry. 

Second: I would point out’ to you 
that both Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
are being asked to look to the Alberta 
coal fields for their supply. This is a 
new outlet for our coal, or at any rate 
a vastly greater outlet than ever be- 
fore, as Manitoba in the past has de-" 
pended almost entirely on American 
Coal, which cannot be had this year. 
Unfortunately that province has been 
slow in realizing the impossibility of 
getting their winter's supply from the 
U.S., which means that their wants 
will have to be cared for in a much 
shorter time than was at first anticl- 
pated. The long haul on freight ‘is 
one that always appeals to the rail- . 
ways, and it is feared, and rightly so, 
that people in Alberta who neglect to 
put in their winter’s stock now, may 
see coal being shipped past their doors 
and be unable to secure it. With this 
added market there is also likely to be 
keen competition for the coal, and the 
prices are likely to be advanced. 

I believe, from information I am 
able to obtain from local dealers, that 
our citizens are fairly alive to. the 
serious situation which we face, and 
some have already put in a fair share 
of their supply. There are many, 
however, who have not done so and 
to these I again point out the serious- _ 
ness of the situation, and appeal for 
early action on their part. Local deal- 
ers cannot be expected to furnish more 
than a reasonable amount of storage, 
and the amount of coal they would be 
able to deliver in their present facil- 
ities, will not begin to meet the de- 
mand of the citizens, who have. failed 
to place their orders up to the present 
time.

KUEHLMANN REGARDED 
‘AS JUNKER’S VICTORY 


FALL OF FOREIGN SECRETARY 

ARRANGED AT ARMY HEADQUAR- 

TERS TO GIVE MILITARY FULL 
CONTROL. 


APPOINTMENT OF VON HINTZE 
TAKEN AS CERTAINTY. 


London, July 11.—The fall of For- 
eign Secretary von Kuehlmann was ar- 
ranged by German army headquarters 
and is regarded in Germany as the in- 
troduction! of an open pan-German re- 
gime under the control of the military 
leaders, special dispatches from Hol- 
land say. It is described as the big- 
gest of a series of pan-German vic- 
tories and the pan-German newspapers 
do not disguise their delight over it. 

Reports of the appointment of Ad- 
miral von Hintze as foreign secretary 
are accepted as final by the pan-Ger- 
man papers which contend that this 
involves no change of policy. This 
contention, however, as well as the 
assurance that von Hintze is not a 
pan-German, is false, according to the 
correspondent of the Daily Telegraph. 

Much excitement was caused in the 
corridors of the reichstag Tuesday by 
a rumor that von Hintze had been ap- 
pointed foreign secretary. After the 
Socialists had informed the President 
they are not prepared to vote the war 
credit until they knew what foreign 
policy von Hintze was going to pur- 
sue, it was agreed as a way out of a 
threatening situation which would 
the majority 
Socialists joining the minority group 
in rejecting the war credit that the 
full sitting should be adjourned so that 
the house could go into committee for 
a confidential discussion. 

The result of this gathering was that 
the semi-official announcement of von 
Hintze’s appointment took a tentative 
form, saying merely that he had been 
“named” as von Kuehlmann's succes- 
sor. 

RIGHTS OF PEOPLE GONE. 

Paris, July 11—Commenting on the 

fall of Dr. Richard von Kuehlmann, 
German foreign minister, Le Temps 
says it would be doing him too much 
honor if anyone tried to find out what 
polciy he wanted to follow. The news- 
papers say that he had no policy and 
was possessed ‘of the ambition only of 
doing all kinds of work to the last. It 
is pointed out that his fall is of signi- 
ficance in Germany’s internal affairs, 
his fortunes being .closely associated 
with Count von Hertling, former chan- 
cellor. 
_ The man who is said to have been 
chosen as his successor, according to 
Le Temps, is a “courtier, a virtuoso 
of secret diplomacy, and an expert 
against the rights of man.” 

The Journal des Debats says that 
one cannot reasonably interpret recent 
events in Germany save as a new tri- 
umph of the spirit that Gen. Luden- 
dorff represents. It remarks: 

“Germany wants peace by victory, 
does not admit any other result and 
treats as heretics those who do not 
believe in it.’” 

SACRIFICED TO JUNKERS. 


Geneva! July 11—Admiral von 
Hintze, the successor of Dr. von Kuehl- 
Mann as foreign secretary, is the 
Krupps candidate, according to the 
Gazette of Lauzanne, which adds: 

“Dr. von Kuehlmann, perhaps the 
most moderate and far-seeing German 
has been sacrificed to the junkers. 
The choice of von Hintze shows the 
strength of the pan-German party, 
and justifies the strong attitude of the 
Allies and the immense effort of 
America.

Moved by Ald. Galbraith and Stone 
that the offer of Mr. Jas. Bower, as 
contained in his letter of April 4, 1918, 
re Depot addition be accepted, prov- 
ided that the cancellation of the sub- 
division be made within two years or 
such further! time as the Board of 
Public Utilities of the Province shall 
judge equitable. Carried. 

Ald. Stone drew attention to the 
fact that a great many windows in 
all parts of the city were being brok- 
en by boys, and contended a reward 
should be offered for the apprehension 


of any boy found guilty of this off- 


ence. 

Ald. Campbell agreed with this. He 
thought something should be done to 
stop this wanton damage to property. 

Ald. Collison did not altogether. 
favor being too hard on the boys. He 
was a boy once himself and he did 
not like the reward business as it 
would tempt one boy to act the spy on 
the other lad. 

It was decided to notify the Chief 
of Police to arrest any boy found 
breaking glass in the city. 

Ald. Stone drew attention to the 
grass and bushes growing up in the 
middle of the concrete walk on Gaetz 
Avenue South, contending it was dam- 
aging the walk and should be dug 
out.

THE CASE OF THE FARMER IN 
BRITAIN AND IN CANADA. 


The following news item appears 
in the London papers of June 7th: 


“A proclamation was made on Tues- 
day by the King under the Military 
Service (No. 2) Act, 1918, withdraw- 
ing, with some exceptions, all certi- 
ficates of exemption held by men born 
in 1900. It will be recalled that the 
“clean cut’ was applied to men born 
in the. years 1895 to 1899 inclusive by 
the proclamation of April 20. 

“The present proclamation, after 
reciting that ‘a national emergency 
has arisen,’ directs that ‘as from June 
8, the certificates of exemption from 
military service specified in the First 
Schedule to this proclamation shall 
‘cease to have effect.” Applications 
for certificates of exemption, it is pro- 
vided, may be made in the special 
cases and subject to the provisions 
specified in the Second Schedule.” 

In Canada, the exemption certifi- 
cates of the men of twenty, twenty- 
one and twenty-two have been can- 
celled. The result has been all kinds 
of wild talk about these certificates 
being treated as scraps of paper, the 
government breaking faith with the 


farmers, etc., etc.’ cS 

The above shows that in Britain — 
not only have the exemption eertifi- 
cates of men of these ages. been can- 
celled, but those of men of eighteen, 
nineteen, and twenty-three as _ well. 
But one searches in vain in English 
papers for any denunciation of the 
government on the lines of that which 
we hear in Canada. 

Not only has a “clean-cut” of ‘all 
exemptions of men of these ages been 
made, but large additional drains have 
been made upon those. engaged: in 
farming up to the age of forty-two. 
From other occupations men are being 
taken up to fifty-one years of age. 
The London papers of June 18 contain 
the official warning to those born in 
the years 1867, 1868, and 1869. 

What a shocking offence it is for 
Canadian newspapers, in the light of 
these facts regarding the situation in 
the Old Land, to devote column after 
column of its space to telling the Can- 
adian farmer how much worse he has 
been treated than the British farmer. 
Nowhere in the Dominion is the of- 
fence so glaring as in the case of the 
Edmonton paper, which went so far as 
to say that “the English farmer. {s 
exempt, while the Canadian farmer 
is conscripted.”—Edmonton Journal.

THE TROUBLE BETWEEN MiLI- 
TARY ANDJUDICIAL AUTHORITIES 


Last. week one of the gravest crises 
that ever faced the people of Alberta 


developed when the Alberta Supreme 


Court decided that the retention of 
@ young man named Lewis in the 
Militia of Canada was illegal, and de- 
manded his release. 

The Calgary Albertan, in an editor- 
ial reviewed the whole case on Friday, 
which explains pretty fairly the situa- 
tion: 

“The government, in its anxiety to 
get soldiers quickly to the front, at a 
time -when they were very greatly 
needed, passed an order-in-council run- 
ning contrary to an act of parliament 
previously passed. The government 
followed up the order-in-council by 
a resolution passed in both houses of 
parliament endorsing the order-in- 
council. This the government believed 
to have the full force of an act of 
parliament. In the eyes of the people 
it had such force. 

“The court of Alberta has found that 
the resolution did not have the full 
force of an act of parliament, and has 
declated the order-in-council invalid. 
The government insists that the court 
has made a mistake, and has ordered 
an appeal before the supreme court of 
Canada at an early date. 

“The situation then is that the 
courts have granted habeas corpus or- 
ders releasing several young men from 
service in the army. That this action 
has been taken on what may be de- 
scribed as a technicality cannot be 
questioned. Had time permitted, the 
government would have asked for an 
act of parliament instead of a resolu- 
tion at the last session of parliament, 
which no doubt would have been pass- 
ed as readily as the resolution. 
“Several young men have been re- 
leased by the habeas corpus method. 
Hundreds of other young men in this 
province are or will demand similar 
treatment. Until this question is 
finally settled, the task of raising 
more soldiers is impossible, the work 
of transporting them is illegal, and 
even the training of the men in camp, 
who are not affected one way or the 
other by the decision, we are told, is 
very difficult. 

“So the result of the-action of the 
court has been to put an end to war 
work in this province for the time 
being. We are not criticizing the court 
for that. The work of the judges is 
to interpret the law as they find it. 
But that is the effect of the decision. 
“The situation will continue until 
the supreme court of Canada meets 
and decides the question. That means 
the entire loss of several precious 
weeks. This may be, almost certainly 
will be, followed by an appeal to the 
privy council, and avhat that means in 
the passing of precious time, no per- 
son can safely estimate. 

“What has happened in Alberta is 
likely to happen in other provinces. 
The whole Dominion is likely to be 
tied up on a red tape technicality on 
the discussion of a question of wheth- 
_er the will of parliament is as strong 
when expressed by a resolution as by 
an act. 

“The military authorities and the 
government ean see nothing but emer- 
gency. The spectacle of the whole 
plan of reinforcing the c°iny, which 
was endorsed so heartily not mezely 
by parliament but by the people, be- 
ing tied up, hand and foot, by a simple 
technicality, the legality of which is 
in grave doubt, is one which the mili- 


tia and government cannot patiently 
endure. 

“That is the situation up to the last 
few days. The militia, evidently act- 
ing on the advice from. Ottowa, has 
taken a very determined stand, and 
conducted itself in a manner quite un- 
known in this country. . 

“These are troublous times of stern 
emergencies. There is no serious mis- 
carriage of justice, even if the dignity 
of the court is offended for the next 
few days. These men whose cases 
are pending will get justice eventually. 
There must be some give and take by 
all parties. 

“If the court issues orders today 
which some hotheaded people are pre- 
dicting, and several trouble makers 
are hoping for, there may be serious 
trouble in this city before the sun sets. 
There is a serious danger of an ap- 
palling calamity. The issue based on 
a red-tape technicality is not worth 
the risk. The authority which makes 
any order that brings on a serious 
climax in this war time will take a 
terrible responsibility. 

“It is time for the militia, the judges 
and the government to take a breath- 
ing spell, and each forget his one idea 
and think things over. This is no time 
for sensational developments.” 


CANADIAN RED CROSS SOCIETY 
WILL HELP FRANCE. 


The Canadian Red Cross Society 
has again received an urgent request 
from the London Committee of the 
French Red Cross to take part in an 
Empire-wide appeal for the sick and 
wounded soldiers of the French nation 
and for the French ‘prisoners of war. 
The society, after due consideration, 
has approved of such steps being ta- 
ken by its various branches throughout 
the Dominion as may be thought 
most advisable for the purpose of 
raising funds for France's Day, July 
14th. Monies raised will be trans- 
mitted through the Canadian Red 
Cross Society as Canada’s contribu- 
tion to the British Empire Funds for 
the sick and wounded soldiers of 
France.

ALBERTA TO SEND $25,000. 


The Alberta Provincial Branch has 
decided to make a grant of $25,000 to 
“France’s Day” fund as a contribution 
from the people of Alberta to this 
world-wide appeal on behalf of the 
sick and wounded of our gallant Ally. 
This sum will be made up from the 
funds of the Society, and from such 
special contributions as are received 
for the purpose. 
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GENERAL CONTRIBUTIONS AC- 
CEPTABLE. 


It is felt that at this time it would 
be unwise to launch any special effort 
through the Province in connection 
with “France’s Day” fund, but _per- 
sons wishing to make special contri- 
butions are requested to forward 
money through the nearest local 
branch of the Red Cross, and it is in 
anticipation of a generous response to 
the needs of France, that the Alberta 
Red Cross has pledged itself to the 
above mentioned gift. 

When we consider the sacrifices that 
our gallant Allies have been called 
upon to make and the magnitude of 
their needs, a generous response from 
the people of Canada should be the 
universal answer to this appeal.

The following interesting and well 
written letter was received by His 
Honor Judge Lees a few days ago, 
one of our boys having received a pac- 
ket of tobacco sent over by the Judge, 
he writes in reply thanking him for 
it, and incidentally gives us a glimpse 
of the spirit of our boys over there. 

The Judge would like to know who 
the writer is, and publishes the letter 
in the hope that he may find out. 

France, June 14th, 1918. 

Honourable Judge Lees, 

Red Deer, Alta. 


Dear sir,—Accept the following few 
lines in my utmost appreciation for 
the tobacco sent by you and duly re- 
ceived. Rather coincidental that the 
gift from home should have been re- 
ceived by one of the ‘old Red Deer 
boys, however, such was the case. 
Every ‘pipe o’ baccy’ smoked, shall 
contain at least a little thought of 
kindness for those who are instru- 
mental in sending the gift. 
my assurance, you shall not be omitted 
in the aforesaid thoughts. Perhaps 
you would wish to know how one of 
your town boys is progressing: the 
answer to this would be A.1 at Lloyd's, 
and that is saying a volume, having 
been out here three years, less one 
month. I left with Capt. A. R. Gib- 
son. At that time I was in the in- 
fantry, now I am doing a_ tum 
with the Garrison Artillery, its quite 
a change from the former, I assure 
you. There are very few left of that 
company of Capt. A. R. Gibson’s now. 
How are the people taking this pro- 
longed struggle? I hope every bit as 
cheerful as the boys out here. The 
following statements no doubt would 
sound stale to some people, never- 
theless the fact is undeniable, to wit, 
the spirit of the troops is marvellous, 
absolutely. One sees’ them going in 
the line chaffing each other and laugh- 
ing quite heartily, as though it were 
a football match they were going to 
attend. I cannot understand the 
spirit of a Britisher, it is quite beyond 
me. Old Jerry, is having a good meal 
at present, so to speak, there is yet 
the ‘Feast of Foch’ to celebrate, and 
right royally will it be attended, 
though quite to Jerry’s bitter regret, 
and nothing will face him but hopes 
forlorn of the future. It takes two to 
fight and our lads have not commenc- 
ed. We await the opportune moment. 
Therefore let those at home feel quite 
confident, as we (the boys) who are 
in the midst of it all say, “Let him 
do his dirtiest and his d——dest, the 
rope is round the German horde of 
devils, the pull that will finish them 


will be of Yankee origin,” so we 
should worry. The aim of Ger- 
many is very transparent to all 


who care to study it. Their 
armies are fighting at present in ter- 
ritory which is not German and to 
which Germany has not a shadow of 
claim. The one great inspiration is 
the hope of gain, one cannot think 
otherwise. However, their gains ex- 
ist only on maps, the ground con- 
quered by them is not of the slightest 
use, insofar, it neither feeds nor 
clothes them, consequently is of no 
advantage: so where the role of con- 
queror comes in I fail to see. Of 
course they are highly successful in 
piling up their men as ‘cannon fodder.’ 
These German thrusts are termed, by 
our military authorities, as ‘mascu- 
line. To my mind a better term 
would be ‘suicidal’ or ‘semi-murder- 
ous. However, they have had _ two 
such thrusts, the third will be best of 
all. ’Twill be ‘Foch’s own,’ the con- 
sequent undoingofautocraticGermany. 
So, good folk, here’s hoping the best to 
hear. We are experiencing the most 
glorious weather at present, rather re- 
minds me of our dear ‘Sunny Al’ about 
this time of year. Though my body is 
here my heart is at all times in the 
‘Hills and Plains of Alberta.’ God 
bless her! Must now close as I be- 
lieve too much of your valuable time 
will have been monopolized by this 
letter, which I have taken the privi- 
lege to write. Best regards and deep- 
est respects to all the citizens of our 
fair burgh. Trusting you will par- 
don me in taking this privilege I will 
conclude, in doing so accept my sin- 
cere respects.

Such changes in the law 
seem to have been sought by some 
interests, but when the proposition 
was made public protests went to 
Ottawa from all directions. Not only 
the workingmen but the farmers of 
the West and elsewhere prefer that 
the law remain as it is. Our inform- 
ation is that some of the immigrant 
furmers from foreign countries ex- 
pressed a desire for an open Suuday 
in the harvest time  ...cecscere The 
average farmer finds six days’ harvest 
work in the week quite sufficient for 
him and his hired help. Besides the 
Act itse’f makes allowance for emet- 
gency work. The Lord’s Day Act is 
the result of much consideration and 
many conferences. It is not an ec- 
clesiastical measure, but humanitar- 
ian legislation, intended to secure for 
working people the measure of rest 
and recreation that the human con- 
stitution demands, It leaves the peo- 
ple free to worship, but does not com- 
pel them to devote the day or any 
part of it to religious duties. Thus 
the Act has the support of thousands 
who do not set a religious value on any 
particular day of the week. All be- 
lieve that one day in the week should 
be free from any toil fthat can be 
avoided. If the question were re-op- 
ened it might be a long time before 
a measure could be enacted which is 
so satisfactory as the one on _ the 
books.” 

In this statement the Alliance fully
